Warfare is to be declared upon poplar trees in Coshocton, if the board 


of public service have their way. 


The poolar trees are ruining the sewer system of the city. This is 


not ? theory but a sordid and unpleasant fact. 


The service bo?rd expects to ask council at its next meeting, to pass 


an ordinance irohibifng the planting of poplar trees in the city limits, 
and al*o to provide that at the end of some arbitrary time, perhaps five 
years, to compel ewers to cut down all poolar tree-, on their property. 


PROHIBITED IN MANY TOWNS 


In Cambridge th?re is a fine of $50 for anyone planting a 
poplar 


tree in the city limits. In other Ohio cifes they are prohibited, as their 
fine, wire-iike roots «3rk their way into sewers and cause thousands of 
dollars of damage. 


In f?ct it is stated by members of the boa'd to The Age that if the 


poplar* are lot continue it will mean the necessity of an entire new sew- 
er system for Coshocton or an expensive job of cleaning out the entire 
system. 


The roots of the poplar find a minute opening between the p'pe-joints 


and work their way in. Then the growth passes imagination. A fine and 
close net work, almost like' flax, results and clogs the pipes.

Friday morning Sewer Inspector Robertson was callad to a man-hole 


on Walnut above Cambridge, and he and Mr. Temple of the B. P. S. 
fished around until they brought up a wad of poplar roots

They were brought to The 
Age office and are now on exhibition in the window of CaUahan's furni- 
ture store where thev are attracting a great deal of attention.

Either the poplars or the sewers have to go; it is one or the other, and 
experience in other towns show that as long as poplars exist just so long 
will this trogMc cont'nue."
